My observations would lead me to 
the following, among other conclu- 
sions: — 

1. The system of which we are 
speaking is destructive of all faith in 
and love for. justice — that fundament- 
al of all true humanity. The victims 
or this evil gradually become like 
those who take advantage of them — 
sweater and sweated alike, believe 
that necessity knows no law; that 
force Ik the greatest thins in human 
life, greater than right; that it has 
been finally settled that it is of ahso- 
lutely no avail to attempt to do what 
you ought; that you must just do 
what you can. It is the atrophy of 
the moral instinct. 

2. The sweated workers cease to 
cultivate or consider, cr indeed, even 
regard to any appreciable degree, their 
own moral nature. It is evidently of 
so little importance in the eyes of 
others, that It assumes still less in 
their own: They gradually decline 
from faith in God and goodness, rrom 
devotion to honesty and truth, from 
the love of what is pure and whole- 
some, tu the level on which all things 
are neglected. They become, in short, 
chattels, mere Implements, like the 
sewing-machines or coal shovels 
whicl. they use, for the purpose of 
providing a maximum amount of ef- 
fort in return for a minimum of food.

We 
visit the sick in .heir homes, and dur- 
ing this Winter, shall afford consider- 
able social relief 10 families that are 
distressed. For you know, no matter 
how prosperous a country, as a whole 
may be. there are always so.ne famil- 
ies, through sickness, or adverse elr- 
cumstanccs of a peculiar character, 
in distress. As all of our Leaguers 
are connected with the Corps of the 
towns in which they live, they thus 
get to hear of these cases, and so as- 
sist them. lire. I'.rigadier Har.iriave. 
of Montreal, is particularly active in 
this work. 

"We haw at uio present lime, very 
effective branches of the l.na-iue In 
quite a ■ number of Corps, but Mrs. 
Coombs is very oiixioas that tiie num- 
ber should be increased. I a:u. also. 
and I intend to give the matter a isrenL 
deal of my time and attention. I have 
already met the Serjeant-Major of the 
League, at those Corps I have hail the 
privilege of visiting, £»d have been 
very much impressed with the energy, 
good sense, and lar^chearted sym- 
pathies that they appear to j:osseus. 

"Of course, the Field Officers qjm 
do a lot to help tnis work, and I have 
learned with very great pleasure, that 
a dozen badges have been ordered for 
Brantford. I need not say how heart- 
ily their co-operation is desired. I am 
going to London next week-end, where 
1 understand we have quite a good 
work." 

Toronto League of Mercy Work. 

Mrs. Lieut.-Colonel Gaskin has a 
very large and efficient League in 
Toronto, and during the past year, the 
Toronto League alone, held 23C meet- 
ings in orisons and hnsnitnls: vlsit^l 
8,270 persons: prayed with 5,536; 
distributed 14,514 copies of the War 
Cry. and saw 56 souls kneel In con- 
trition at the feet of Christ. 

A large number of the young girls 
who were dealt with in prison, hnve 
been followed up on their discharge, 
iand either placed in our Rescue 
iHomes. or provided with suitable sit- 
uations. In some cases, the Leaguers 
have been instrumental In getting 
terms of Imprisonment shortened.

Last, month three wom- 
en professed eunversioii. out of the 
forty who were personally visit e.l and 
prayed with. Oue of the most inter- 
esting cases dealt. with was Mrs. K — 
She had been ronvirled ciEhty-three 
timet', chiefly Tor drinking. She had 
been talked with by the League vis- 
itor, but she wuiild not yield to any 
persuasions, until during ona of her 
absences from her free lodging house 
!the jail) ^Iie listened to the noted 
Winnipeg Band in the open-air. She 
attended the Sunday morning holi- 
ness meeting, and seemed Impressed. 
But did not yield, and was again 
arrested, with four others, for inebri- 
ety. While in jail she came out in 
one of the League meetings, and 
testified afterwards every Sunday, 
nntil she was discharged and her 
friends took her away.

Then, that poor out cast from soci- 
ety, who was too. a stranger in a 
strange land, she suffered many 
weeks before she passed away. But 
she knew of a Redeemer's love, and at 
the last, when she could no longer 
speak, there was always a beautiful 
smile of peace and confidence, radiat- 
ing her wan face. She was not only 
vlsited in life, and pointed to the 
Light or the world, but because she 
had only one other human friend, she 
was cared for in death, and The Sal- 
vation Army laid her poor remains 
away in their last resting place. 

The Grace Hospital. 

I might go on multiplying stories, 
but lack of space forbids. One word 
more, however. Through rain nnd 
sunshine, blizzard and storm, the 
League Workers go out every Tuesday 
to Grace Hospital, to conduct a meet- 
ing with the poor girls there. 

They are cordially welcome and 
last month they were made very ha,ppv 
in seeing eighteen dear sisters come 
out publicly in the Home metlngs, and 
confess their personal need of a Snv- 
iour. And so they go on, scattering 
sunshine and happiness, and doing 
their part In making happy homes and 
Iinppy hearts in the Great West Land.

Welsh Colliery Explosion. 

A serious explosion tool* place re- 
cently at the Dlnas Mine Colliery. Cil- 
i'ncli Loch, in whiles. 

About 350 men are employed in tlia 
mine, and these were receiving their 
\v,ij,u= at th.i p.,y ufllco on the jiirracc, 
when the explosion occurred. A vol- 
ume of smoke burst from the shaft, 
and the report was heard a. milo 
away. The iron plating covering the 
shaft had been displaced, and a hauler 
at the end of the shaft, named Harry 
Pullen, was thrown some feet into the 
air, and saved himseir Trom going 
down tho shaft by clinging to a rail 
when falling. It was sonn ascertained 
that tliero were only twelve men in 
the pit at the time or the explosion, 
these being employed in the usual 
Saturday afternoon tvnrlt of repairing 
and timbering. A rescue party work- 
ed strenuously, and eventually the 
bodies or seven men were recovered. 
The remaining five men had groped 
their way out through the return air- 
way and the old Iiorse-woy. and 
reached the surface with only one of

ANTI-SUICIDE BUREAUS. 

Review ol a Year's Work o! The 
Salvation Army. 

Twelve months ago. as will he re- 
membered, The General started Anti. 
Suicide Bureaus in various cities ot 
the world, and he now has issued a 
review of the year's work. Altogether, 
l,12. r i men, and ninety women sought 
the assistance of the London Bureau, 
to save them from sclf-dcstructlon, 
while at least an et|ual number applied 
at the Bureaus in other cities. It ap- 
pears from the review, that the, seek, 
ers for help, belonged mainly to the 
middle class. More than half of them 
attributed the desire to end their 
livis, to financial embarrassment, or 
hopeless poverty. 

For the Email number of women 
applicants, The General deduces 
that they are better able to bear 
up under sorrows mid trials than 
men. He thinks it safe to say that 
seventy-live per cent, of the applicants 
have been diverted from contem- 
plated sulci, )e. and bellied to surmount 
their difficulties. 

Tiiu Chicago Anti-Suicide Bureau 
has also issued a report of the cases 
handled and suicides prevented, since 
the establishment of the bureau six 
months ago. 

In that time, 8Sii persons have 
sought the assistance offered by the 
Human, and of this number. It is es- 
timated, that eighty per cent, have 
been saved from scif-destructlon. A. 
significant fact is, that the overwhelm. 
Ing number of those who applied to ■ 
the Bureau wore men. Only 65 
women availed themselves of the help. 

The most prolific causes of men de- 
siring to commit suicide, are domestic 
nnhappinesB, lack of employment, 
drunkenness, and gambling. The 
reasons ir'ven most frequently hy th** 
women, were desertion, sickness, and 
lack of work.

The matter was 
thrashed out in the Mother of Parlia- 
ments, with the result that an Act was 
passed which gave local authorities 
the power to rrovide free meals oat 
of rate money. It was left optional 
whether the authorities should do so 
or not; and up to the present the Act 
remains a dead letter— and children 
go hungry to school. 

THE ARMY'S ASSISTANCE. 

The Salvation Army had, in view of 
the Act, decided to discontinue the 
providing of these cheap meals, but 
the exigencies of the case has com- 
pelled the Chief or the Staff to re- 
sume them, and it is a tribute to the 
efficiency of The Army's Social or- 
ganisation, that in a very short time 
Breakfast Depots were in full swing, 
uul ouly in tan necessitous parts of 
London, hut in all tte great provin- 
cial centres. 

RELIEVING THE STRESS. 

There Is no doubt that the excep- 
tionally mild winter that we are now 
experiencing Is a great blessing to 
those who were not altogether pre- 
pared Tor the winter season, as not 
only does the dry, mild weather allow 
a considerable amount of out-door 
work to he resumed, but it must tend 
to mitigate the distress of those who 
are out of work. To the effect of the 
fino weather Is due, no doubt, the fact 
that the wall of distress is no longer 
read In the dafly papers.

We rejoice 
at the work that Is accomplished, hut 
to us the number dealt with hy the 
Society seems small. Perhaps that 
effect is caused by the iarse number 
of drunkards dealt with by The 
Salvation Army each year, r.nd the 
splendid proportion that finds Divine 
Grace a perfect remedy for drunken- 
ness. We may say that in connection 
with Mrs. Booth's Home for Women 
Inebriates in England, no fewer than 
70 per cent, hecome permanently re- 
formed. Vegetarian diet, regular oc- 
cupation, and the power of God are 
thr> grmt principles of the ti'eatuieui, 
ia these Homes.

Little Ones Attacked Food With 
Great Avidity — There Was No Cere- 
mony.

As six hundred little children troop- 
ed Into the large Hall of The Snlvntion 
Army Temple at live, o'clock on New 
Year's Day, and lensiod their eyes 
on the long rows of tables spread with 
the most appetising fare, there was ;i 
shout of delight which must have 
gladdened the hearts of Commissioner 
Coombs nnd the other Officers of The 
Army, to whose efforts, the youn;;'

THE PRICE OF LUXURY; 

-ii i ' ■ 

Some Grim Facts Relating to the Deaths Caused by 
Modern Industries. 




T is estimated that over 
half a million men, 
women, and children are 
killed and maimed each 
year, on this Continent, 
chiefly as the result of 
carelessness oE greedy employers, ab- 
sence or rails, or safeguards, or secur- 
ity appliances ol one kind or another. 
Thus, more people are killed in one 
year of peace, than were slain and 
wounded throughout the terrible 
Russo-Japanese war; and no one 
seems to cars very much, Law De- 
partments and human life are cheap — 
at least, cheaper than the cost of 
protecting the army oE toilers from 
the whirring machinery of the Indus- 
trial Juggernaut. 

' What is the value oE a human life .' 
What, In dollars and cents, may he 
roughly figured as a man's worth to 
the community from which he derives 
support? The maximum of produc- 
tion . and the minimum oE expense — 
that is good business. But when this 
minimum of expense means the patch- 
ing up of worn-out and unreliable 
machinery, the use oE cheap material, 
the neglect to provide tor human wel- 
fare, and the consequent and Inevitable 
loss or life — whether or not this, in 
the long run, is good business, will 
be shotai. 
Death-Dealing Occupations. 

There are two avowedly dangerous 
occupations, in which, in spite of all 
safeguards, a man takes his lite In his 
hand every time he goes to work, and 
in which the accompanying risk must 
be reckoned with, yet cannot always 
be guarded against. These are the 
manuracture of dynamite and gun- 
powder, and submarine tunnelling. In 
railroading, mining, and all other 
irude3, dangerous though they u?. the 
peril can be minimised, by proper pre- 
cautions, to a greater extent thnn is 
possible in these two occupations. 
Dynamite Is death-dealing from Its 
making to its use. In a blasting plant 
men work eye to eye with death, with 
faces sober and drawn. Every mo- 
ment death stares them in the face. 
No man ever becomes accustomed to 
tae terror — the majority quit after a 
few weeks. High wages tempt them 
to enter, but not to stay. They lift 
things gingerly, and put tliem down 
wliii ilic utmost cue; they sucui 
afraid even to step briskly. No one 
ever whistles in a powder mill. 

In submarine tunnelling, on an aver- 
age, one man a day is killed. A cave- 
in of rock, or mud, or sand, engulfs 
the gang, or a blast or dynamite blows 
tbeni to pieces, or they are overcome 
by the "bends," the terrible disease 
due to compressed air. Toiling fever- 
ishly in three-hour shifts, under a 
tremendous air-pressure oE three at- 
mospheres, the "sand - hogs," deep 
down under the rivers, frw-e a thousand 
dangers In order that the pressing 
problems o£ transportation may he 
solved. 

The "beads" is not always fatal, but 
It. catches a large number of the men 
and douhlf-s them up like iaok-knivps. 
In the worst cases, It kills, with a hor- 
rJhle death. 
Railroading and Mining. 

Every man knows that railroading 
la dangerous work. Not everyone 
knows that It Is fifty per cent, more 
dangerous than it need be. Yet, one- 
half of all railroad accidents are 
preventable; half of the thousands of 
lives of trainmen and passengers lost 
yearly In blazing wrecks, crushed out 
under overturned cars, or burned out 
in the steam of exploding boilers, 
migiit have been saved by carefulness 
and tbe use o£ proper appliances. If 
all cars were equipped with air-brakes, 
there would not be so many accidents. 
J3ne of the best safeguards to the men, 
" however, would be the passage of 
laws, limiting the number of hours of 
employment of railroad employees to 
eight, or at least allowing ten hours 
rest after service, before calling on' 
them again. The engineer, exhausted, 
aicer a . twenty-hours' run, and the 
overworked telegraph operators are 
responsible for more wrecks than the 
'public realises. 



Every other day we read of 
mine explosions; of miners buried 
alive and their bodies never recover- 
ed. In eighteen months, fire damp 
alone was responsible tor 415 deaths, 
and many times that number of in- 
juries. "In every one of these cases." 
says the Mine Worker's Journal, "the 
mine owners expressed deep regret 
over the sad affair, and laid the whole 
blame on careless and inexperienced 
miners." On the other hand, "If the 
mining laws wero enforced and 
obeyed, there could not be an ex- 
plosion," says a mine inspector. 

Falls of coal and slate carry off 
most of the men that are killed in 
mines. The situation grows worse 
every year. Machines are used for 
undercutting coal and the roofs are 
neglected. 

Peter Roberts, in his great book on 



moving parts of the machinery. Next 
most dreaded by men in factories, is 
being caught in the leather belting, or 
being struck with it when it ■ snaps 
or comes off the shaft. . Most of these 
accidents are avoidable by proper 
guards. Indeed to provide adequate 
protection from almost any high-speed 
piece of machinery is not a difficult 
task. 

In other cases, high-speed revolving 
wheels burst, showering the men with 
as deadly a fire as if a shell from a 
hidden enemy exploded among them. 
Cages, such as are used largely in 
Germany offer almost perfect pro- 
tection. 

A Lingering Death. 

Suuden and violent death is not the 
only death, nor in many cases the 
worst one, that a workman has to 
fear. 

In the potteries and porcelain-works, 
hundreds die every year from con- 
sumption-, contracted from the line 
particles ot dust thai fill the air 
and parch the throats of the workers, 
until they are forced to the saloons 
to wash the clay out of their mouths. 
Almost all potters die sooner or later 
of a lorm of tuberculosis, that they

having their industrial efficiency all 
but ruined. There is In store for them 
another danger — the dread disease of 
the coal regions, known as the 
"miners asthma," which Is nothing less 
than tubercolosis, due to dust anil 
poisonous gases. Jt has a sinister 
scientific name, also — "anthracosis." 

Factory Accidents. 

What is the fate of the workers in 
factories, foundries, nnd steel-mills? 
Here is illustrated most forcibly the 
criminal negligence of employers, in 
not taking measures to prevent acci- 
dents, as horrible as they are easily 
avoidable. 

The most common type of factory 
accident is what tbe newspapers call 
heing "caught in the machinery." 
Judged by a newspaper clipping 
record of 612 accidents, thirty per 
cent, of factory accidents are of this 
nature. A large proportion was pre- 
ventable by liolhing inore than "rail- 
ings arid gratings, to screen off the 



themselves call "potters' consump- 
tion." The pale, colourless, faces, 
almost like the clay itself, that one 
sees In the potteries, are ghastly. 

Insidious as is potters' consumption, 
there is another equally dread disease 
liitiL Eiliiinb behind i;uUtry ami aaliit- 
ary ware, china, and terra-cotta. It is 
lcnd-poisoning , contracted wherever 
glazing is done. The blue line nf 
lead poisoning that appears about the 
lips, is sure to come after a man has 
worked a short time at the glazing. 
Next comes the "lead-colle," and fin- 
ally lead-paralysis, invariably fatal. 
IT, after the first attack, lead-workers 
return to work they are sure lo get 
the poisoning again. Yet, with famil- 
ies depending on them and no other 
trade, men have to go hack to certain 
death. 

One of the most striking entries In 
the death-roll of Industry, Is the loss 
or lire in the making of porcelain 
sanitary ware — the very utensils that 
are designed ofr Ue salvation of life 
Jn the home and the hospital. In this 
trade scores die annually from lead- 
poisoning in tbe glazing— dying liter- 
ally that others may live. From the 
mining and emelting of lead, to the' 
glazing with white-leud, or the making 
of pain with white-lead preparations, 
somebody i». constantly being sacri- 
ficed to this deadliest of metals. '

How To Tell Them. 

Collecting depots test the freshness 
of eggs bv "candling" — holding tip be- 
fore u light, the egg to be tested. The 
housewife may "candle" eggs by 
cutting ft bole the size of an egg in a 
piece of cardboard, and Holding the 
cardhoard before the lamp in her iefr 
band ami the egg in her right. 

An egg. when no more than throe 
days old and properly kept, is trans- 
parent. As if gets older, the yolk gets 
to one side — because the ess is lying 
in one position — and slowly darkens. 

In a "new. laid" egg the air-space 
will not be much larger than a 
shirt button. (In an egg fresh from 
the nest, there would be no air-space 
at all.) A ve-H-ehl ess possesses "■■. 
dinarily, a spaee about the size of a 
one cent piece. When the air-space is 
nearly the size of a penny, the t-sz 
may be anything from a l'crtnight to 
a month old.
